The wrecked ship Harlaw, togethor with 
her cargo of 1,100 tons of Wollongong coal, 
as she now lies on the North Bank, was: 
yesterday sold by public auction, by Mr 
K. W. Rice, for Tis. 65, It is’ said that 
Chinese have already stripped the wreck. of 
-everything they could get at; and-no doubt 
this to & certain extent had the effect of 
lowering the price, : 

* Captain Woolcott, commanding the P. 
& O. str. Pekin, has kindly supplied us, 
with a description of the typhoon he on- 
countored during the-passage from Hong- 
kong. At is as follows:—At 0.30 a.m. on 
the-80th; we passed Turnabout with the 
wind fresh from N..and by E,, bit no 
indication of a typhoon. From that time 
until noon we passed several ships running 
with thelr fine weather sails set. At noon, 
finding the barometer golng down slightly, 
and heavy rollers coming in from the east: 
ward, causing ship to roll heavily, I headed 
her out to the eastward, éased the engines 
to, dead slow, and waited for a change of 
wind, which would haye indioated whether 
tho storm wasto the North or South, but 
it remained steady from the same quarter. 
I now furled all awnings, battened down 
the hatchways, and prepared the ship for 
the worst. At 2 p.m. it blew a hard gale 
from N. and by E,, which increased up to 
vd pms when it. blew a perfect hurricane,- 
with furlous. gusts. and very-confused.sea, 
At 8 o’clock both the wind and soa decreas- 
ed in violence, At.9 o'clock the wind fell 
light and hauled round to tho 8. by E., and 
continued light until midnight, when o 
sudden and terrifio.gust osama from the 
8.8.W., accompanied’ with blinding rain 
aod apray, causing the ship to lay over on 
hor port side at an angle of 85°. At 0.15 
a.m. on the 31st, the mail boat was washed 
clean away from the davits, and was by. 
another sea washed half-way up the mizen 
-rigging and landed: on the -querter- deck 
In the morning her anchor and chain was 
found on the top of the foremost davit, it 
having fallen out of her when up in the 
rigging. At the samo time the gig was
